The repopulation of the medium frequency maritime mobile band in the US continues 
with the addition of a new coast station. 


The FCC today granted a license for commercial coast station WFT. The station is 
located in Florida and is authorized for 5kW on 500kc and 486kc. 


This FCC action marks the granting of two new coast station licenses in as many 
months. KDR in Washington state was authorized for 5kW on 500kc and 482kc in 
September this year. 


In their applications, both stations noted the increase in the number of US ships, 
both commercial and historic, with the capability to use Morse in the medium 
frequency band. Their plan is to provide service for these ships as well as 
marine weather and press broadcasts. 


WFT and KDR join KSM as active commercial users of 500kc, that most hallowed of 
frequencies, as well as working frequencies in medium frequency maritime mobile 
band. The intention of these stations is not to make a profit by providing 
radiotelegraph service to ships at sea. Clearly, those days are past. Instead, 
the objective is to preserve the skills, traditions and frequencies used for more 
than 100 years by commercial operators afloat and ashore. 


Stations WLO, KLB, NMC, NOJ and NMN typically join KPH, KFS and KSM for the annual 
"Night of Nights" event each 12 July on MF and HF. With luck, KDR and WFT will 
join us for the next event.

The input impedance of the 10 watt matching transformer in the LS-3 is 8000 

ohms. The acoustic damper material is felt, not asbestos. The LS-215/U that 
superceded it in the 50's has a 4000 and a 600 ohm tap on the transformer but the 
LS-3 does not. 


The LS-3 was used with all of the WW-II vehicular HF sets from the SCR-210 
through the SCR-506 and AN/VRC-2. And the transportable sets SCR-177, SCR-188 
and SCR-499. Not used with combination vehicular/pack sets like SCR-284 and 
SCR-694. Not used in aircraft, either. You couldn't have heard anything. 


The early BC-224/BC-348's and BC-312/342's had a 4000 ohm secondary on the 
audio output transformer. Later ones (and in the case of the BC-348, about all 
you will ever encounter) have a 250 ohm tap. To use an LS-3 with a BC-348 or 
late BC-342, be sure that it is connected for Hi-Z output. 


The reason for the odd figures (8000 versus 4000 or 600 versus 250) is that 
it allowed for connecting from one to three or four loads on the receiver 
output without more than a 2:1 mismatch. 


If you have a 600 ohm headset such as HS-33 that you use with your BC-348, 

you can disconnect the jumper between the two jacks and run a lead from the 
unconnected one to the "other" tap on the output transformer. That will give you 
250 ohm output on one jack and 4000 on the other.

I have two LS-3 Loudspeakers that look like they are original. They both 
have a transformer in the enclosure, and they also have the felt/asbestos 
( or whatever ) lining in the enclosures. I haven't been able to find 
anything in print that tells me what their impedance is. 


Can I load the 300 ohm output of my BC-348's with one of these LS-3's; or 
are they 600 ohm impedance for a R-390A, SP-600, or one of my E. H. Scott 
receivers. Many thanks in advance for your all's help.
